—Whereas Uio Central Government Is of opinion that it is nece.ssary 
to appoint a Commission of Inquiry for the purpose of making an inquiry 
into a definite matter of public importance, namely, the accident involving the collapse 
of two spans (under construction) of the Safrlariung Fly-Over at the work site in 
New Delhi on the tllh January, 1974; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred bv section 3 of the Commis¬ 
sions of Inquiry Act, 1952 (HO of 1952) (hereinafter referred to as the said Act), the 
Central Government hereby appoints a Commission of Inquiry consisting of a single 
member, namely, Professor G. S. Ramaswamy, Director, Structural Engineering Re¬ 
search Centre, iRoorkee and Coordinating Director C.S.I.R, Madras Complex, Adyar, 
Madras-600020. 

2. The said Commission shall inquire into the facts and circumstances including 
the causes leading to the said collapse and suggest along with its recommendations. 
If any, measures for prevention of a similar occurrence in future. 

3. The headquarters of the Commission will be at Delhi. 

4. The Commission shall submit its report to the Central Government as soon as 
possible but not later than the 2Rth February, 1G74, 

5. The Central Government being of opinion that, having regard to the nature 
of the itiquiry to be made by the said Commission and other circumstances of the 
case, all the provisions of sub-seetlon (2), sub-section (3), sub-section (4) and sub¬ 
section (5) of section 5 of the said Act should he made applicable to the Commission, 
hereby directs, under sub-section ill of the said section ,5. that all the said provisions 
shall apply to the said Commission.
